An appeal by the City of Dublin Steam 
Packet Company (in liquidation) against an 
assessment to: corporation profits jax made 
upon them by the ‘Revenue. Commissioners 
came on for hearing by way of special case 
stated under the Finance Act, 1920, Sub- 
section (6) and Section 56 of the Income lax 
Act, 1918, Secffon 149, by the Commissioners 


Acts, for the opinion of the High Court, 


out that the City of Dublin Steam . Packet 
Company’ appealed against “an assessment to 
corporation profits tax made upon them in 
respect of profits which arose in the account- 
ing period of twelve months ended on the 
28th: February; 1925, the amount of the 
assessment. being £35,031 13s. The ground 
of appeal was that ‘the company was not a 
company carrying on any: trade, or business, 
or any undertaking of a similar character 
within the meaning of Section 52, Sub-section 
(2) “(a) of the l.rance Act, 1920. ‘At: the 
hearing of the appeal the lability to cor- 
poration profits tax was not disputed in 
respect of portion of the accounting period 
from the Ist March, 1924, to the 11th August, 
1824, in view of the jadgment given by the 
High Court on the Wth March, 1926, in the 
case of the City of Dublin Steam Packet 
Company v. the Revenue Commissioners. 

Having given the facts that were admitted 
or ‘proved, the Special Commissioners stated 
that counsel on behalf of the company con-

Do not let your piano “live in a seldom- 
used room unless you are very sure that 
the room is dry and well. warmed, not over- 
heated, but kept at an. even temperature. 

Do not let the piano be pushed right up 
against a. wall, particularly an outside wall. 
Set it angle-wise across a corner. — 

Do not -expect it to have a beautiful, clear, 
heating apparatus, but keep it facing the 
heat four-square, not with one corner near 
the.fire and the other far away out in the 
cold. 

Do not expect it to have a beautiful clear, 
beli-like tone if it stands on a thick pile 
carpet. Such a floor covering will: muffle 
its. timbre. Set the castors in wooden -in- 
sulators if you have to put a carpet under- 
néath it, and if it cannot stand upon a 
parquet or plain wooden floor. 

Do not neglect to “- its outer surface 
polished and shining. f the wood shows 
signs of greasiness, rub it down with a soft

FISH. 

A fish slice should -always be used, not 
a steel knife 

The roes of mackerel, the sound of cod, 
head of carp, cheek of John Dory, liver of 
cod are severally considered ‘delicacies. 

Cod and hake should be carved in unbroken 
slices, and each solid part served with a small 
ortion of the “delicacy”. bits. Turbot, 
brill, and John Dory. are all cut down the 
backbone atid served in thick ‘slices. 
' 'Balmon is cut to serve a slice of the thick 
part with a slice of the thin part. 


MEAT. 
Saddle of Mutton. 
This is cat in thin slices parallel with the 
backbone, and a piece of fat and kidney is 
served with each portion, 


Haunch of mutton. or venison is cut by 
making an incision across the knuckle-end 
right to the bone, and setting the gravy 
free. 

Then cut thin slices the whole length of 
the haunch, 


Rump or Sirloin of Beef. 

The fillet or under-part should be served 
first, and the remainder left to be eaten cold. 
It should be cut transversely into thick slices 
like a tongue. From the upper part the slices 
should be taken lengthways from top to 
bottom, distributing fat and lean in equal 
proportions. 


Round of Beef. 

First cut away the irregular outside pieces 
to obtain a good surface and then serve thin 
and broad slices, serving bits of the udder 
fat with the lean. 


Shoulder of Mutton. 

Make a cross incision on the forepart of 
the shoulder, and serve slices from both sides 
of the incision. Then cuz slices lengthways 
along the shoulder blade. 

Loin of mutton, pork or veal is served | 
in the chops. 


Quarter of Lamb. 

Lay the knife flat and cut off the shoulder 
aud place on separate dish. Separate the 
brisket or short bones by cutiing length- 
ways along the breast, and then cut from 
either part as desired. 


Turkey. : 

Cut slices from each side of the breast down 
to the ribs; the legs may then be removed 
and the thighs divided from the drumhead. 


Geese and Ducks, 

The apron must be cut off in a circular 
direction, then a glass of port. wine mixed 
with a teaspoon of mustard should be poured 
over the flesh: 

Slice the flesh of the breast first and then 
remove the wings and legs. 

Hares. 

These should be placed with their heads to 
the left of the carver, and then long slices 
taken from: the whole length of the back; 
the legs may then be taken off and then the

GREASE IN THE SINK.

_ One of the January trials of all housewives 
is the grease-blocked sink. In cold weather 
always rub off superfluous grease from plates 
and dishes with soft paper before washing, 
and. use plenty of soap. No matter what 
people may say to the contrary, soda is not 
so efficacious as soap. Even tf dissolved im 
boiling water.and poured down the sink every 
day, it will not keep a pipe grease-free. ia 
winter. 

When washing-up use really hot water, and 
place a dish-cloth in the bottom of the sink. 
China, when heated, is liable to chip if struck 
against a hard substance. It is a fallacy to 
suppose that glass cracks in really hot water. 
If submerged in such a way as to allow it 
to expand gradually (for glass does expand 
when subjected to heat) it will not crack. 
Put the glass into the water, slowly submerg- 
ing it sideways and rim first.

In the presence of a large audience, repie- 
sentative of the medical; architectural and 
building professions, as well as of the busi- 
ness community, Mr. G. McOnie, B.Sc. (of | 
Messrs. Pilkington Bros., Ltd., St. _Heletis, 

Lancashire), gave a very. interesting lecture 
an the properties of vita glass in the Royal 
College of alata Dublin, yesterday. 

Mr. McOnie said that the medical profes- 
sion had recently demanded that in their 
buildings they should introduce as much 
fresh air and sunshine as possible. As they 
knew, the visible portion of the light from 
the sun was a mixture of colours, atid the 
question arose. Was there anythmg “else an 
sunshine, in addition to heat, when the sun- 
light passed..through a glass prism. tf they 
held a very delicate thermometer" in a spec- 
trum they found that at the violet end there 
was no indication of any heat, but as they 
moved the thermometer along they found an 
indication of heat. As they passed into the 
red there wae still more heat, and even 
past the end of the spectrum the ther 
mometer indicated that/there was heat there. 
At the violet end of the spectrum, if they 
used a photographic plate as a deteetor, and 
if they allowed the ‘spectrum to fall] on it, 
thev found a lot of invisible rays, known as 
ultra-violet rays. 


WHAT THE PHOTOGRAPH SHOWS. 


If they took a photograph of the spectrum 
from one of the so-called artificial sunlight 
lamps, such as a mercury are lamp, they 
found there were a lot more of rays at the 
ultra-violet. end which they did not find in 
the spectrum from the sun. By means of the 
prism each heam was separated into its com- 
ponent parts and ‘it might be divided into 
(1) heat rays, or infra-red rays; (2) visible 
rays, composed of different colours; and. (ó) 
ultra-violet rays, which are invisible, 

All the rays of sunshine were not -trans- 
mitted through a piece of ordinary. gins. 
and it was to reniedy this that ‘vita  ' 
glass. was - made... Vita. glass... was - trans 
parent fo these rus. rey we ageeiay 

Mr. McOnie then demonstrated that vita 
glass was transparent, to the full lmit. of 
the wltraeviolet end of the selar spectrurn, 
whereas ordinary glass was opaque to these 
rays. Although these rays are a Very smal! 
proportion of the total -radiation from, the 
sun, yet they are very important, just as 
cream, although onlv a. small percentage ol 
the milk, was also very important 


“ SKIMMED SUNSHINE.” — 

Living bebind ordinary plats, he said, | 
meant that they were living behind skimmed 
sunshine. The reason why these rays. were 
the cream of sunshine» was that they were 
the rays that caused sunburn, and it had 
been established that “it, was -possible to be- 
come sunburnt behind Vita ‘glass, . whereas 
this was: not. possible behind ordinary glass. 
It was to this sunburning effect that the 
doctors attributed a great. deal of the health.- 
giving properties of sunshine, It was caused, 
not by the heat ravs, but ‘by the short 
ultra-violét rays, which ‘were not only pre- 
sent in direct sunshine, but whereever they 
had direct .daylight, whether the sky. was 
blue or cloudy. 

Concluding, the lecturer said that it was 
almost impossible to find any criterion for 
measurement of health- in human beings, 
owing to the difficulty of controlling the 
various conditions “under which different 
people lived. He read extracts from re- 
ports of factories to the effect. that the girls 
who had been working behind vita giass 
had been definitely better in, health- than 
those who had worked behind ordinary glass. 


DIFFERENT FORMS OF 
MESMERISM,

CASES WHERE IT MAY BE 
DESIRABLE. 


A lecture on Christian Science was de- 
livered last night at- the Mansion House by 
Mr. Paul Stark Seeley, °C.S.B., of Portland, 
Oregon, member oí the Board of Lectureship 
of the Mother Church, the Firat Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Boston, Mass. 

The lecturer said that most of us objected 
to being mesmerised, realising that it meant 
a loss of control over our consciousness, and 
the substitution of someone else's will and 
thoughts for our own. Mesmerism was an 
invasion of our right of self-control. 

Mr. Seeley spoke of mesmerism in the case 
of a man reading of an epidemi¢ in a news- 
paper. He would note all the details and 
symptoms, and become entirely pre-occupied 
with the malady. He would imazine that he 
detected these symptoms in h's own case, and 
would finally hecome convinced of it. Even- 
tually he would become convinced that he 
himself had become a victim. Such a. case 
would be the mesmerism of the ignorant. 
Mr. Seeley went on to speak of the. mes 
merism of “' bigh-powered”’ salesmanship. A 
salesman wished to sell a eoat, and sought to 
overpower the mind of his customer, and to 
convince him that he really wanted the gar- 
ment. This was not necessarily fraudulent 
mesmerism. 

The lecturer concluded. by. explaining that 
all mesmerism was not necessarily a mani- 
festation of fear. Submission of the intellect 
to the will of the Deity and to the influence 
of all that was good was to De desired: In

Hk Flemish movement has  béen 
in existence for seventy years. 
Begimming as a literary movement, it 
vradually, through force of circumstances, 
assumed a political and economic 
character, Its growth, however, was some- 
what slow, in consequence of the fact that 
the Flemish provinces, before Belgian 
independence, had been subjected to very 
marked French influence, especially 
during the vears 1795 to 1814. Further- 
nore, economic conditions were not 
favourable to the Flemish part of the 
country during the nineteenth century, 
and it must be remembered that Belgian 
industry was first developed in the 
Walloon district. Political factors also 
retarded the development of the Flemish 
poople. The electoral system excluded the 
working class and a good many of the 
intellectuais from the vote. The upper 
classes in Flanders, influenced by 
traditions which originated before the 
kyenck Revolution, preferred French to 
Flemish, and this tradition was further 
upheld by their secondary and higher 
education, which was French in character. 
The Flemish language question is, thus, 
largely a social problem. 


LEGISLATION ON LANGUAGE- 


Neither the formation of the 
** Frontist "” (extremist) Party, nor the 
intervention of the Germans during their 
vecupation of Belgium, was needed to set 
machinery in motion to 
redress Flemish grievances. The following 
HWs., successively voted bv the Beigian 
l’arliament, provided for the use of the

(a) Criminal proceedings (1875).

If these laws all had been thoroughly 
enforced, the situation would not have 
been so serious; but difheulties were 
encountered, largely due to administrative 
inertia and the hostility of the French- 
speaking bourgeoisie. These circumstances, 
in eonjunction with the economic factors, 
explain the slow initial progress of the 
lJemish movement. 

The introduction oí universal suffrage 
in 1833, and of compulsory primary 
«dueation in 1914, encouraged the efforts 
of the “* Flamingants.”’ as the partisans of 
the Flemish movement were called. The 
leaders of this movement never entertained 
uny separatist ambitions. They were 
convineed that the Flemish people would 
obtain justice by constitutional means. 
In order to appreciate the results 
achieved oh the eve of the Great War, it 
will suffice to mention that in April, 1914,

Irish players whose reputation is being 
made on the screen in London, Mr. 
Dudley Digges, whose name is so closely 
associated with the Irish School of Acting, 
outshadows everyone else with his screen 
acting in “ Condemned,’’ where he plays 
the part of the “ Warden ”’ of the French 
Penal Settlement on Devil's Island.

Sherry. 


We have long ceased to be a wine 
drinking country. The days when a 
large consumption of Sneyd’s claret was a 
feature of every banquet are gone for ever. 
Port is still drunk in considerable 
quantities, being by illusion or subtle 
design held among us to be a temperance 
drink, in spite of Mr. Churchill’s dictum 
about its “ alcoholic emphasis.”’ Talking, 
however, the other day to a member of the 
trade, I was told that there is a marked 
increase in the call for sherry, that wine 
so favoured by our ancestors as a morning 
tonic. It has the name of being liverish, 
but. taken moderately, is an admirable 
drink to prepare the palate for a meal, 
while the ubiquitous cocktail spoils both 
palate and appetite. Sherry is a corrup- 
tion of Sherris-sack, a name drawn, like 
that of so many wines, from the place of 
original provenance, as port from Oporto 
and hock from Hochheim. Sherry is an 
imperial drink; for it comes from Xeres, 
the modern form for Csesaris, Cesar’s 
town. 


Rabbit Traps. 


In a provincial flewspaper, published in 
the year 1890, a letter’ was printed, in 
which a country dweller deplored the 
cruelty of the ordinary rabbit trap. 
Thirty years later traps of the sanie 
pattern are being used, and those who 
have seen the injuries inflicted upon the 
wild creatures that are held in those 
relentless jaws for hours, until put out of 
misery by the trapper, must wonder wiy 
such diabolical contrivances are ignored 
te a great extent by the reformers who 
have done so much for animals, 

Rabbit trapping begins in late sulut.n. 
and goes on Al through the winter: and, 
in a place where rabbits are plentiful dog- 
owtiers have an uneasy time through those 
months ; for a dog’s paw seen after even an 
hour in a trap is not a pleasant sight. 
Most of the pet cats in ith a district go 
on three paws, having Jeft the fourth in a 
rabbit trap at some time or anothor: a 
cat that is not recognised by the trapper 
as someone’s pet is killed; for the freeing 
of an unknown eat is a dangerous business 
thev say. 

Animal lovers in a trapping district 
have a good deal to béar; there can be 
few sounds more appalling than the 
terrified, angtitshed scream of a trapped 
rabbit through the stillness of the night. 
Most people who think about the matter 
at all are agreed that rabbits must be 
destroyed systematically ; but it seems to 
reflect sadly upon our civilisation that so 
barbarous a way of catching a little timid 
creature should be tolerated.

The referee, who is called ‘ the 
director of the battle,” announces the 
past history of the combatants, and then 
incites them to battle by tickling them 
with a pig's bristle. Irritated, angered, 
with no refuge in sight, the crickets flash 
into cannibalistic action, Stretching out 
their tweezers, or antenns, they potitice 
upon each other. Horns and legs suffer, 
and sometimes at head is severed, 
Presently, the centre of the tiny stage is 
held by a new champion crickot, or an old 
victorious one. Around the arena stand 
tf breathless sportamon of China betting 
heavily.

Ghomas Hardy. 


It is hard to realise that Thomas Hardy 
dead now two years. The 
announcement that the old thatched 
cottage on Egdon Heath, where he was 
born, is to let coincides with this second 
anniversary. The storm of discussion 
that raged about his works has subsided, 
and his name is little mentioned in 
literary circles upon whom the literature 
of war has descended to the obliteration 
of most other topics. To one of our 
leading Irish novelists Hardy is still 
“The Master” I was talking on the 
subject with him some time ago, and, in 
the course of the conversation, it was 
suggested that in dwelling upon the rather 
full vein of pessiinism that runs through 
the novels too little attention is paid to 
his rehsh for growing nature, as in the 
flower-beds in Tess. We concluded, too. 
that, despite the architectural finish of the 
novels, one of their attractions is that one 
can always pursue a sequel in the imagina- 
tion, and that this passing of life, leaving 
threads behind it, is precisely where 
Hardy is so true. His histories of a life’s 
errors, like history itself, beckon to the 
next attempt. One regrets that he never 
adopted the method of Balzac, Zola, and 
Wasserman more closely, but he may well 
have felt that his genius worked best in 
th» limited milicu of Wessex. In “The 
Hand of Ethelberta ” he did for once go 
slightly outside his prescribed bounds, 
and, although that is not the best among 
his works, it shows that he! had the 
capability, if not the will, to cover a 
further flung canvass. His | structural 
ability will surely outlive the ephemeral 
jerry-building which marks the bulk of 
modern work.

The — introduction 
(writes a correspondent) is quietly ignored 
in many Irish country districts, The 
Shetland Islanders have no use for it 
either, but they are even more conserva- 
tive; for they still use the calendar which 
came to an end in England on the 2nd 
September, 1752.

Perhaps this ultra-conservatiem may be 
due to the fact that the Shetland Islands, 
together with the Orkneys, were wnder 
Scandinavian Government until 1468, ‘The 
Norse language was spoken on the Island 
of Foula up to the beginning of the 
nineteenth century, and many Norse words 
are atill interlarded with the common 
speech.

This 
tree is notable for its great vigour of 
It has attained 51 feet in height 
at an age of fifteen years, as it is : 
seedling dating from 1914. In the month 
of April, when the buds begin to open, 
the young leaves are of a wonderful red 
tint, somewhat resembling those of a 
young copper beech, and the colour lasts 
for about three weeks. Cuttings of this 
tree have been distributed to many places 
in Ireland and Great Britain, and even on

This tree, being of hybrid origin and 
not a true species, requires to be named 
and has been called by Professor 
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The tree at Sandford, Co. Dublin, 
named by Professor Henry “* Populus 
vernirubens.”’

Augustine Henry, Populus vernirubens, 
There was a difficulty in selecting the 
name, so as to indicate not merely that 
the leaves on the tree were red, but that 
they Were ‘‘ red in the spring.’ No Latin 
adjective occurs for a phrase like this; but 
one of our greatest classical scholars in 
Dublin justifies this name, In the 
Gardener's Chrontelc, current issue, there 
is an excellent picture of the tree. Some 
of the other fine trees in Dublin might be 
described in that periodical that is 
accessible to man people. For example, 
there is a curious old hawthorn tree, of 
iminensé size in Trinity College Botani 
Garden, which is possibly the Beggar's 
Bush that gives its name to that locality.

SUGGESTED PUBLIC INQUIRY, 

At the quarterly meeting of the Council of 
the Veterinary Medical Association of Ire- 
land held in Dublin, statements published in 
the Press following upon the stoppage of 
business at Messrs, Donnelly 's factory came 
up for discussion. 

It was resolved unanimously, in view of the 
uttacks made upon the health of the live 
stock in this country and upon members of 
the veterinary profession, that both in the 
interests of the trade of the country and ia 
interest of the consumer, a sworn public in- 
quiry should be made into the whole matter. 

MEDICAL OFFICER'S STATEMENT. 

Discussing the re-opening of the factory 
with an Jrish T'imea representative yesterday, 
Dr. Russell, Medical Officer of Health for 
Dublin City, said that he wished to assure 
the public that the arrangement under which 
Messrs. Donnelly decided to re-open their 
factory did not involve any relaxation what- 
soever of the standard of inspection carried 
out by the veterinary inspectors in that fac- 
tory or in any other factory, slaughter-house 
or shop where food was prepared for human 
consumption. 

He added that the demand for inspection 
by fully trained inspectors was every year 
becoming more exacting and insisted on by 
health authorities in all countries, and that 
the good results which were bound to follow 
in this country would be reflected, not only 
in benefit to the public health, but also in 
increased home and export trade.

In connection with.the death of a 
Belfust carter, who was knocked down by 
a motor car driven by the Attorney- 
General of Northern Ireland, the Right 
Hon. A. B. Babington, K.C., the Right 
Hon. H. M. Pollock, Minister of Finance 
and Acting Prime Minister, made the 
following statement in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday ;:— 

Menbers will have read of the regret- 
table fatal accident in which the 
Attorney-General, the Right Hon. A. B. 
Babington, has been involved. As there 
may be some misconception as to the 
Attorney-General’s position as Law 
Officer of the Crown In relation to it, I 
think it right to refer to it now. 


THE DUTY OF THE POLICE. | 

As the House is aware, it rests with the 
police, in. the. first instance, to say 
whether proceedings are to be taken or 
not in cases of this kind, and, if they so 
decide, the case at a later siage comes 
before the Attorney-General lrimself. who 
is the only person who has power to say 
whether or not the proceedings shall 
go on. 

The Attorney-General was greatly dis- 
tressed by the calamity and by the 
possible conflict between his official duty 
and his personal interests invived in this 
actident, and as he regarded this as a 
matter of principle, unconnected with the 
probability or remoteness of snch conflict, 
he tendered to me his resignation in 
writing before the inquest, for submission 
to the Governor, so that I might be in a 
position to consider his positjon when all 
the facts became known without reference 
to his office. 


RESIGNATION NOT ACCEPTED. 

I am glad to say that, so far as the 
evidence given at the inquest and the 
coroner’s verdict are concerned, I can see 
nothing which renders it necessary for mo 
to act on his letter by advising His 
Grace the Governor to accept his resigna- 
tion. 

I have caused inquiries to be made, and 
I have been informed by the Minister for 
Home Affairs that, upon the evidence, 
the case was not one in which the police 
authorities would take further action if 
the Attorney-General had been a private 
citizen. 

In these circumstances I do not think 
I would be justified in advising His 
Grace the Governor that the resignation 
tendered by the Attorney-General should 
be accepted.

INDUSTRY IN THE 
FREE STATE. 


CENSUS OF PRODUCTION TO 
BE TAKEN, 


A census of production is to be taken in 
Saorstát Eireann relating to the year 
1929. Forms have already been issued 
from the Statistics Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce to about 
4,000 manufacturers and producers in the 
country. Separate schedules have been 
printed and distributed for each of the 
principal ~industries in accordance with 
the Census of Production Order made 
under the Statistica, Act, 1926. 

All the forms, duly completed, are to 
be returned to the Department of 
Industry and Commerce on or before Ist 
March next, and the compilation of the 
returns will be proceeded with, so that 
the results of the census may be available 
early. The Department are prepared to 
give any assistance required in the 
matter of difficulties in compiling the 
returns, either by personal interview or 
by correspondence. 

The final figures obtained from this 
census, taken in connection with those of 
the census taken in 1926, will provide 
most valuable information with reference 
to the course of industria] production m 
the Saorstát over the last three years. . 


MALARIA CURE FOR 
BRAIN PARALYSIS.

SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS IN 
BELFAST HOSPITAL. 


Cures are being effected of general uo O03 
of the brain at the Belfast Mental Hospital, 
Purydstown, by giving an injection of malaria 
germs. ‘Lhe results in arresting brain trouble 
by this procedure have been remarkable. 

A doctor on the hospital staff has stated 
that in cases of general paralysis of the brain 
injections of malaria fever are given, The 
fever can be checked at any time, and 
numerous cases when the fever, ceases the 
brain trouble is found to be cured. 

Success has been achieved ir thirty-three 
per cent. .í the cases where the ‘reatment was 
given, aud there are many Belfast. citizens 
now in their usual health who were cured by 
it four or five years ago. 

From Paris reports come of similar expert- 
ments with success in fifty per. cent. of the 
cases. All othe: treatment. thus far devised 
for paralvsis was only effective in two per 
cent, of the cases. Mortality in paralytic 
cases under the new method has been reduced 
from fifty-six per cent. to twenty-two per 
cent,

APPEAL.

Returns which have been recently pub- 
lished showed a decline in the Free State's 
export of eggs for the past nine months, 
as compared with the ‘exports for the cor- 
responding period Jast year, uccording to a 
letter from the Department of Agriculture. 
which was read at the meeting of the Dub- 
lin Committee of Agriculture at 11 Parnell 
square, Dublin, yesterday. 

The . Department appealed for further 
efforts on the part of the County Cemuutroe 
to persuade poultry keepers to increase their 
flocks, and urged ‘that widespread attention 
should be drawn to the facilities provided 
by the Committees schemes for obtaining 
sittings of e&gs, ane to the importance. of 
procuring such. sittings in time for eurly 
watching and consequent early egg produc- 
lion this year. 

UNNECESSARY LOSSES. 

Egg producers in this country had hitberto 
nia fial unnecessary financial loss owing to 
the fact that. the bulk of eggs had been 
produced during the late spring and summer 
months when prices were lowest. 

It, was hoped, wrote the Department, that 
the measures now suggested, coupled with 
the steps which the County Committee had 
already taken to ensure early hatching, 
would do much te mitigate this loss. 

It was decided to reappoint Miss Collins 
as temporary: poultry instructress, pending 
the filling of the position by the Local 
Appointments Commission. 

RETIRING MINISTERS’ PENSIONS 

Mr. M. Dunne drew attention to the re- 
port of the Joint Committee of the Oire- 
achtas in regard to the payment of pensions 
to Ministers, and proposed a resolution to 
the effect that, considering the present finan- 
cial condition of the country, the Committee 
protest against the payment of allowances 
to retiring Ministers 

Mr, J. P. McCabe, seconding the motion, 
said that. the expenditure on the adminis- 
tration of the country was far too costly. 
He thought it monstrous to go on paying 
big salaries, and he believed that members 
of the Dail and Senate should not be paid 
at all. 

_ He referred to the hundreds of pensioners 
in the country, and wanted to know how torg 
this state of things would continue. Next 
week they were sending a- Minister to Jion- 
don to take part in the Conference about 
Naval Disarmament, and, at the same time, 
the Free State had not even a row boat.

If Ministers Were 
worth their jobs they should be well paid. 
A Minister that could restore the prosperity 
of agriculture in this country “would: be 
worth a million a year. =

THE TAKING OF 
DEPOSITIONS. — 


JUDGE’S REMARKS IN A CORK 
CASE. 


From Our SPECIAL Corresronvent. 
CORK, Tuesday. 

What was described as a serious irregu- 
larity in the procedure followed in the taking 
of depositions was referred to by Judge 
Kenny at Cork Circuit Court to-day in a case 
in which a man named Cornelius Sullivan 
pleaded not guilty to a charge of hreaking 
and entering the house of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hanley and assaulting her. 

Pointing to the incompleteness of the de- 
positions in the case, Judgo Kenny said that 
there were statements from three additional 
witnesses who were not examined in the Court 

low. He added that before any person 
could be returned for trial the case against 
him should be completed on deposition, the 
reason for that being that the accused was 
entitled to cross-examine all the witnesses 
who were called to give evidence against him, 
and the prisoner in this case had had no 
opportunity of cross-examining the three 
witnesses, 

In his opinion it was an irregularity, and a 
serious one, to return any prisoner for trial 
until all the evidence had been taken on 
deposition and the case against him com- 
pleted. A statement might be put in under 
exceptional circumstances where evidence 
could not be found at the time, or where 
special evidence had been unexpectedly dis- 
covered, but the statement must be handed 
in, and a copy of it given to the accused 
person before the trial. That was not the 
case here; none of the three men witnesses in 
the case had been cross-examined by the 
prisoner. 

Sullivan, who was found guilty, but recom- 
mended to mercy, was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment, the sentence not to be 
enforced provided that he fulfilled his inten- 
tion of leaving the country for America.

THE SOLUTION 2 

“The British Parliament, especial the 
House of Commons, is no more qualified to 
deal with the worship, doctrime- and cere- 
monies of the Church of England than it 1s 
to adjudicate between the nespective merits 
of Bach and Saint-Saéns as musicians or to 
appreciate the implications of the doctrine of 
Kelativity.” 

This statement was made by the Rev. 
Canon Drury in the course of a leeture on the 
“ Church of England Crisis” to the Rathgar 
Presbyterian Church Recreation Association. 

Jn the course of the lecture, Canon Drury 
went on to say—-Jt must be admitted that 
the crisis had little immediate practical in- 
terest for either the Church of Ireland. or 
the..Presbyterian Chureh~ in “ireland; 
since the one communion had cas i threads 
binding it to the Church of England, aud the 
ether many similar cords bin ing it to the 
Church of Scotland, and. since the question 
of establishment for one communion and that 
of disendowment. for both communious re- 
ceived in Ireland a compulsory answer sixty 
years ago, it might be that they in Ireland 
might be able to offer to their neighbour im 
distress some valuable experience acquired in 
the school of adversity. - 

Last vear the Chureh of Ireland had been 
called by that popular organ of English 
Church opinion, the Church Times, "a 
Church in fetters."” None of them had taken 
the impeachment too tragically. But if the 
fetters wero not iron fetters, surely they were 
ironical; for but a few weeks afterwards a 
sudden turn of fortune revealed the unques- 
lionable fact that the English Church was 
held in bonds in commartson witli which 
theirs were silken threads. 


THE POSITION IN IRELAND. 

In Ireland their so-called ‘fetters were not 
imposed upon them by the State, nor did 
they compromise them with respect to any 
part of the Catholic faith. When the Church 
of England ceased to offer such a spectacle of 
divided counsel, and when its most con- 
spicuous section recovered from its obsession 
with regard to Rome's latest fashions . in 
religion, then the Chureh of Ireland would be 
ready to revise her self-imposed domestic 
regulations in a more tolerant direction. 
When it did they would not have to bring 
their revision before the Dail or the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland. 

Was it not an amazing spectacle, that of 
not only Presbyterians, Baptists. Methodists 
(for which some whtld make a defence), but 
of Christian Scientists, Jews. a Parsee, even 
agnostics, voting on details of Anglican 
worship and doctrine, and some not hesitat- 
ing to join in the. debate? 


BRITISH CHURCHMEN ALONE 
CONCERNED, 

The British Parliament, on account of its 
present composition, was not a body qualified 
to argue doctrinal matters. The Church of 
England was the concern of English church- 
men. Why should Scotsmen, who possessed 
an Established Church of their own, interfere? 
Why should Welshmen, in whose province 
the Church had been disestablished, and who 
were nearly all Dissenters, interfere? . Why 
should Irishmen, in whose country there was 
equality of religious denominations, interefere? 

The lecturer did not challenge the legal 
right of the thitty-seven out of forty-eight 
Scotsmen to vote against the reformed 
Prayer-book, or the twenty-two out of 
twenty-four Welshmen ,or the thirteen out 
of thirteen North of Ireland members, mostly 
Presbyterians. But was it morally justifiable? 

The most obvious solution was Disestablish- 
ment; i.e., not to wait for action on the 
part of the State, but voluntarily, of its own 
motion. This might be precipitated 
deliberately, by the Church asserting its in- 
herent right to manage its own affairs. As 
an earnest of this, the new Prayer-book 
might be punt into action, with canonical 
permission for optional use throughout the 
country. 


WHAT DISESTABLISHMENT MIGHT 
MEAN, 

But when they came face to face with th 
consequence which, according to Irish and 
Welsh precedents, is generally implied in dis- 
establishment, and thought what the loss of 
its ancient endowments would involve for 
the Church, it must be questioned whether 
there would-be hope of anything’ like com- 
parative moderation in the treatment of the 
Church’s financial resources, 

How easily could a case be made which 
would be superfitially equitable, for the 
diversion of ancient religious endowments 
into more practically useful channels, the 
result of which would be really a malversation 
of trust. But what would Governments not 
do in the name of sublime justice when 
they are subconsciously influenced by the 
necessity of cajoling King Demos. 

Nevertheless, this most unedifying prospect 
might have to be faced, rather than that tho 
Church’s self-respect, not to say her divine 
character, should be compromised.

frame at ‘Roseville’ for the sum of £47 8s. 
The amount estimated and authorised for this 
work was £50, so that the actual cost is 
within the amount for whieh provision was 
made. 

“It has been found necessary to repair one 
of the out-houses at ‘ Roseville’ to be used as 
a potting shed and for the purpose of stormg 
garden seeds, etc. The estimated cost for 
this was £15, and the work has been done 
for the sum of £12 8s.

and, as Apostolic Envoy, was charged to 
report upon the recent controversy 
between Church and State in Malta. We 
may suppose that a so delicate and difficult 
test of his diplomacy’ cannot arise in Ire- 


land. The Nuncio* has entered Dublin 


amid scenes of sincere rejoicing, and 
further honours, official and popular, will 
be yielded to him during the next two 
| days. In a predominantly Roman Catholic 
country such rejoicing is natural. In this 
country, where history never ceases to be 
alive, it has a peculiar significance; and 
to-day Irish. Protestants. will understand 
and. will respect, if they cannot share, the 
feelings of their Roman Catholic fellow- 
citizens, for whom yesterday’s event is 
fraught with threefold meaning. It 
signifies, in the first place, the Free 
State’s political independence, and, in 
the next place, the Pope’s lately recovered 
position as a temporal Sovereign. 
Finally, the Nuncio’s arrival, giving a 
new lease to ancient tradition, signifies 
a high Papal compliment to Roman 
Catholic Ireland. There is no Nuncio in 
England, which has two million Roman 
Catholics, and none has been accredited 
to the eighteen “million Roman Catholics 
of the United States. So—but in a sense 
free from all alarms of conspiracy and 
war—the story of “ wine from the Royal 
Pope ” repeats itself. 

Speculation upon the diplomatic and 
political results of this new appoint- 
ment would be premature. “There is 
no modern precedent for such an 
appointment, We, at least, do not 
know—even the Free State Govern- 
ment may not know—the precise duties 
which the Nuncio will fill or the exact 
measure of power which, under the Pope’s 
sanction, he will exercise in Church 
affairs. It is possible, indeed, that on 
these points the Irish Hierarchy awaits 
information with a somewhat anxious 
curiosity. Perhaps, we may assume that, 
as the Pope’s resident Ambassador in the 


Free State, the Nuncio will have, in some | or 


ecclesiastical matters throughout that area, 
a commanding authority. Constitution- 
ally, no doubt, such authority will not 
extend beyond the border; but we may 
believe that, in practice, it will make 
itself felt there, with the result that 
closer relations may be established between 
Northern and Southern Roman Catholics. 
A Papal Nuncio’s triumph, however slight, 
as an instrument of rapprochement 
between North and South would be one of 
the outstanding ironies—but a very 
welcome irony—of Irish history. On the 
whole, we may expect that the Nuncio’s 
presence and functions will give the Free 
State Government a larger influence in 
ecclesiastical policy, and, by creating new 
liaisons between Dublin and the Vatican, 
will bring the, Church in Ireland more 
effectively under the discipline of Rome. 


Dr. Schacht’s Blunder. 


The latest performance of Dr. Schacht, 
President of the German Reichsbank, 
has caused much embarrassment to 
those 
a final settlement of the reparations 
problem. Some weeks ago, when Herr 
Hugenberg was trying to upset the 
German Government by means of his 
preposterous plebiscite against the Young 
Plan, the President of the Reichsbank 
gave the full weight of his financial 
prestige to the campaign against the 
Young proposals. His spectacular out- 
burst at The Hague indicates that he 
remains recalcitrant. The point at 
issue is the establishment of the Bank 
of International Settlements, which will 
have its headquarters at Basle. All 
the . reparation Powers, including Ger- 
many, will participate in this bank, and 
the promoters of the scheme naturally 
assumed that the German Reichsbank 
would shoulder its due share of the 
burden. They reckoned, however, with- 
out Dr. Schacht.  No»sooner had Mr. 
Jackson Reynolds, the Americ a chairman 
of the proposed bank’s Organising Com- 
mittee, landed in Europe than he received 
a letter from the Reichsbank’s President 
announcing that he must ‘‘ reserve his 
attitude ’’ concerning the whole scheme. 
Mr. Jackson Reynolds immediately called 
a meeting of the Organising Committee, 
before which Dr...Schacht explained his 
position at full length. 

Dr. Schacht explained to the Committee 
that the Reichsbank’s participation in the 
Bank of International Settlements would 
be conditional. He insisted that the Young 
Plan must be accepted “in its entirety by 
the - Powers, and must become law. 
Furthermore, certain political conditions 
must be fulfilled. The British Govern- 
ment, for instance, must abandon its right 
to sequester German property that was 
seized during the war, and the French 
must renounce all military and_ political 
“sanctions.'” Naturally, Mr. Jackson 
Reynolds referred the matter at once 
to the heads of the several delega- 
tions. A short discussion was held, 
after which the German members retired 
to review the position. At a later 
meeting the. delegates, including the 
Germans, decided unanimously that ‘they |

Ais, The Gisela Government evidently 
has no love for the Reichsbank’s wayward 
President, and Dr, Curtius,. leader of the 
delegation at The Hague, took no pains 
to conceal his entire disagreement with 
Dr. Schacht’s point of view. There is 
little doubt that Dr. Schacht’s motives in 
withholding the Reichsbank’s support are 
purely political. He hopes to become the 
leader of a new group which will pursue 
a conservative policy, without recourse to 
extreme measures ; and he seems to think 
that his protests at The Hague will win 
him the support of those elements in 
Germany’s political life which at the 
moment are seeking in vain for a com- 
petent leader. Men of good-will through- 
out the world will rejoice that he has 
been disowned by his Government. 
The activities of such malcontents are 
highly dangerous; for they threaten to 
destroy all the work of reconciliation that 
has been done since the conférence at 


Locarno. 


Ametican Universities. 


Higher education in America: will not 
suffer from lack of financial support so 


long as “ God's country ” pours. forth 
millionaires trom her “ populous loins.”’ 
Mr. Edward Stephen Harkness thas pre- 
sented between three and four million 
pounds to Yale University, as well as a 
mere two and a-half millions to Harvard. 
Yale proposes to expend its enormous gift 
on the construction of five buildings, with 
quadrangles on the model of those in the 
older English universities. Harvard and 
Yale are comparatively free from the in- 
stinct of most American universities to 
extend their curricula so as to embrace 
all manner of subjects that are, according 
to the traditions of the old world, un- 
worthy of being taught in a university. 
Harvard is unlikely to establish Chairs of 
Domestic Economy, ‘‘ Cosmetology’ cr 
“ Business Psychology.’’ It is hard for 
us to discriminate between the American 
university, “ high school ” and technical 
institute. Degrees seem to be granted by 
all three, and, not infrequently, to be 
obtained by purchase at a trifling cost. 
The addition of “LL.D,” or even 
““ B.A.,” to a name impresses one who is 
ignorant that the degrees can be 
obtained in “ Advertisement Canvassing ” 

‘* Journalistic Ethics,’’ and have been 
á áiráid, aíter a correspondence course 
lasting a month, by some one-room 
‘ university ’’ at Wichita Falls, Tex., or 
Dahlonega, Ga. Mr. Harkness’s gift is 
offered without condition as to its use. 
At present the greater universities of the 
United States are doing valuable service 
in the traditional spheres, Their archeo- 
logical societies in the Mediterranean 
have funds that enable them to advance 
without hindrance. Their scholars cannot 
be charged to-day with inaccuracy and 
lack of profound learning. Several 
editions of the classical writers by 
American editors have becoma standard 
works, and not a few American professors 
are rated highly as critics of more modern 
literature. 


ltaly’s Example. 


A special article in the Morning Post 
estimates that the peninsula of Italy eep- 
tains five million acres of marshy and 
malarious land. In these regions .it is 
impossible to live prosperously—barely 
possible, indeed, to live in health. The 


population of Italy, encouraged by Signor, 


Mussolini, is increasing rapidly, and thé 
soil is less than ever able to produce 
enough to support it without an excessive 
dependence. on imported food. Those 
barren five million acres, if reclaimed, can 
supply -he deficiency, Recently a great 
deal of work has been done, but three 
million acres have still to be reclaimed. 
Recognising this necessity, the Fascist 
Government has introduced a reclamation 
scheme—to cost 7,500 million lire—which 
provides for works extending over a period 
of. fourteen years. If the scheme is 
successful, Italy's prosperity will be well- 
nigh assured, and Signor Mussolini’s 
dream of an Italy teeming with hardy 
sons and daughters of the plough must 
be realised. Not merely will the death- 
rate be lowered and home production of 
necessaries increased, but the access of 
arable land will relieve the cities, notably 
Rome, of their surplus population. | The 
problems of Italy are, in some respects, 
not unlike those of Ireland. A large 
extent of Ireland is bogland, productive 
of nothing more valuable than fuel. A 
tithe of the money which will be expended 
on the Italian scheme would be adequate 
to reclai« 1 The improvement, more- 
over, woul! be more noticeable, since 
Irish soil is more prolific than that of 
Italy. Curiously enough, although the 
Free State Government deplores immigra- 
tion to the city from the country-side, ns 
plans for the establishment of town in- 
dustries are comparatively complete and 
practical, while .its schemes to reinstate 
agriculture consist mainly of systems ot 
land tenure and purchase.

banks are unlikely to move in the matter 
until they know what they are to expect.

At twentv minutes we six the Nuncio 
arrived, and the guard of Scouts. received 
him with the salute. At the entrance to the 
church he was received with full ceremonial 
by Archbishop Byrne, attended by the Arch- 
bishop of Cashel and other Bishops, members 
of the Metropolitan Chapter, and other 
dignitaries. | 

Having kissed the Cross, and been incensed, 
he was conductéd under a canopy of yellow 
and gold to the High Altar, the Palestrina 
Choir rendering the hymn, ‘‘ Ecce Sacerdo3 
Magnua.' The Nuncio took his place at the 
Throne, and meanwhile the members of the 
Hierarchy filed in processional order and 
took their seats in the sanctuary. The 
Archbishop of Dublin, as celebrant, took his 
place at the foot of the altar, wearing the 
mitre, and cope for Benediction. 

By contrast with the customary purple of 
the Bishops, the cuppa magna of greyish 
silk worh by Richbiehdp Robinson—the 
colour worn by Bishops of the Franciscan 
Order—struck a much softer note, though he 
wore the purple zuchetto, or skull cap, and 
carried in his hand a purple b'retta. 

Ths ceremonial prayers having been sung, 
the Blessed Sacrament was exposed and the 
Te Deum intoned, the setting used being a 
beautiful arrangement by Enerio. Benediction 
was then given by Archbishop Byrne, whe 
was assisted by the Rev. L. Sheehan, C.C., 
as deacon, and the Rev. T. Farrell, C.C., as 
sub-deacon, tha masters of ceremonies being 
the Very Rev. M. Murphy and the Very 
Rev. Canon McMahon. After Benediction the 
Nuncio imparted the Apostolic Blessing, and

TO-DAY’S PROGRAMME. 

A military qcuard of honour of 100 men 
with band, and a hody of cavalry 60 strong 
(later to uct as an escort) will parade in front 
of “the Vhelbourne Hotel prior to the de- 
parture of the Nuncio for the Vicefegal Lodge 
at El o'clock thie morning. 

Until the Nuncio has departed the space in 
front of the hotel will be kept clear ‘by 
cordons of the Civie Guard, which will take 
up the same positions as when the Nuncio 
armed at the Shelbourne Hotel last night.

ceived some damage, this was, not visible

Lieutenant Henry Melville, who was in 
command of the St. Cyrus, in an mterview 
with a Press Association reporter, told a 
thrilling story of the sinking of the St. 
Genny. Terrific seas were running, and it 
was reasonable to suppose that water got 
into the bunkers of the St. Genny, and that 
she sank through the weight of water. 

‘ About á o'clock on Sunday afternoon the 
steering gear of the St. Cyrus went wrong, 
und while improvised hand-steering gear was 
being put into operation the tug fell several 
miles behind the other boats. Later the 
Snapdragon picked up both tugs. 

SAW AN “ $.0.S.” SIGNAL. 

“ About 7.45 we saw an 8.0.5. signal,”’ he 
said, “and this must have been the last 
signal sent out by the St. Genny, because no 
other signal was seen afterwards. 

“We thought it was a merchant ‘ship in 


distress, and proceeding to the spot we saw ; 


calcium lights from lifebuoys burning in the 
water. We went close up and saw men in 
the water, and on calling out to them were 
told that they were members of the crew ol 
the St. Genny. 

“ Most, of the crew of the St. Genny had 
disappeared, but we saw two, men on the 
weather side of our ship, but could ‘not rescue 
them because of the mountainous seas. 

“We were able to get the other five men 
on to the lee side by means of lifebuoys and 
lifelines. In getting them on board the St. 
Cyrus everybody—officers, men and stewards 
—lent a hand. At this time our gunwal 
were actually under water.” 

The rescued men were later transferred to 
the Snapdragon. 

Lieutenant Melville, in a ,tribute to his 
crew, said; ‘‘Every man answered like a 
hero.”’ 


THE COVENANT AND 
KELLOGG PACT: 


APPROVAL OF BRITISH 
PROPOSAL, 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The Council of the League of Nations dealt 
this morning with the mae Covenant and 
the Paris Pact, and deéidei to appoint a 
committee of eleven to bring them into 
harmony. The Committee holds .its first 
meeting on February 20th. 

COVENANT AND KELLOGG PACT. 

Mr. Henderson assured the Council that in 
proposing ‘the amendment’ of certain, clause’ 
uí the Covenant Great Britain in no way 
iutended to weaken the Covenant. but, on 
the contrary, she wished to strengthen it. 

M. Briand and Herr von Schubert, the 
French and German delegates, associated 
themselves with the views put forward by 
the British Foreign Secretary. 

In moving the adoption of the British pro- 
poe. Mr. Henderson said that some people 

ad misunderstood. what was intendéd by the 
proposal he had made. They had said they 
wanted to turn the Covenant upside down ; 
that they had lost faith in the Covenant; 
that they thought this newer Pact of Paris 
had rendered the League of Nations less 
necessary or fess important than before. 

THE LEAGUE'S RIGHTS. 

“IT want to say,’ he said, “with all the 
emphasis at my command, that all such ideas 
are contrary to facts. We do not want to 
turn the Covenant upside down. 
to make these changes, as T have said, which 
are necessary to take out of it the right of 
war. 

He went on to state’ that the British 
Government was determined to exert: all its 
influence as amongst Teague members to 
maintain the League’s rights, obligations and 
machinery unimpaired, to supplement them 
and strengthen them where necessary, and 
never to weaken them. 

““In our profound conviction,” he con- 
tinued, ‘‘order, stability and progress in 
the society of States, as in other human 
society, can only come to permanent political 
institutions acting on the possession of 
accepted public law. We are determined, 
therefore, to do everything in our power to 
develop and build up these standing inter- 
national institutions which we have in the 
League, and in the same spirit we are deter- 
mined to perfect our accepted public law. 

“The Council will see, therefore, that it is 
precisely because we desire to strengthen the 
League, because ave desire to make more 
effective sts action forethe maintenance of 
peace, that we are nów seeking to perfect 
our public international law by bringing the 
eens into harmony with the Pact of 

aris. 

“It is for these reasons and in this spirit 
that we hope that the Council wil] agree to 
set up this committee, and that we hope the 
committee may make an early and successtul 
report,”

Offences 
against the order are punishable by a fine of 


£200 or twelve months’ imprisonment. 


The order was taken in consequence of. the 
serious rising which occurred.on December 
8. when. eight Samoans were killed and 
twelve injured, when an attack was made 
on the pohce by. nearly two hundred 
demonstrators, following a demonstration by

SUBMARINE DIFFICULTY. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Will any nation allow itself to be de- 
prived. of submarine defence . by. written 
agreement?’’ asks Admiral von Tirpitz, 
the former Commander-in-Chief of the 
German Navy and Chief. of the Naval 
Staff, in an article in the Boersen Zeitung, 
in which he discusses the forthcoming Dis- 
armament Conference in London. 

The author of Germany’s ruthless sub- 
marine warfare says. that the inter- 
national political situation has undergone 
a complete change since the Great War, 
and he describes the Conference as a 
clever mové on the part of Me. Macdonald 
to solve naval problems, and thus do away 
with all competition between England and 
America. The London. Conference con- 
tmues, however, to be confronted with 
several difficult problems, notably with re- 
fhrd to the use of the U-boxt weapon, 
which is certain to caute the most bitter

Sin,—A few days ago 1 noticed that “the 
Local Government Department had agreed 
to the retirement of two Corporation rate- 
collectors, the combined pensions awarded 
being over £1,000 per annum. The principal 
reason given for their retirement was that 
some of the work now done by them had 
been taken over by the Electricity Supply 
Board. .I have just learned that it is the 
intention of this latter Board to dispense 
with the services of Mr. Laurence Kettle, for 
a number of years the Chief of the Dublin 
Electricity Department, for the same reason, 
Ll suppose, as that given for the retirement, 
of the two collectors, thereby adding over 
another £1,000 to the pension list. Before 
definite action is taken in this matter, I 
should like to express my own view, and, I 
am sure, that of a large body of the citizens. 

It is little short of a scandal that a man 
of Mr. Kettle’s outstanding ability, and in 
the prime of life, should be thrown on the 
scrap heap and the citizens muleted in 
another large pension. | have a fairly inti- 
mate knowledge of the working of the Dublin 
Corporation Electricity Department and its 
accounts. The last Corporation electricity 
accounts showed that the assets exceeded the 
liabilities by nearly one million and a half 
pounds, and that the surplus on the year’s 
working was over £72,000. These figures 
give some idea of the magnitude of the con- 
corn Which Mr. Kettle was responsible for, 
and which, by his whole-hearted Jabour, 
alticiency and courtesy, has made the Dublin 
consumption provide a revenue of something 
over £320,000 per annum. 

So far as consumption is concerned, this is 
the principal asset of the Electricity Supply 
Board. 1 am not aware of the inner work- 
ings during the past year or two, but I do 
know that, in the early stuges, Mr. Kettle 
gave the Shannon scheme every help and 
encourageinent. | venture to suggest that 
surely there is some responsible position in 
the new undertaking where his extensive 
experience, his engineering and commercial 
abilities could be availed of, and this other 
pension saved.

The amount spent in pénsions annually by

Sir,—Seitiator Johnson answers himself out 
of his own mouth. Denmark's industrialists 
get their living from the surplus produce of 
the progressive Danish agriculturalisis; but 
the industrial development of necéssity fol- 
lowed, not preceded, the marvellous agricul- 
tural development of that country. The basis 
of all economics ‘is this: as an industrialist 
produces no food, and cannot live without 
food, he must have an agriculturalist pro- 
ducng that food for him; but the agricul- 
turalist must also produce food for himself, 
and the industridlist lives on the ‘surplus 
production of the agriculturalist. 

If fertile soil, a favourable climate, modern 
and scientific methods, the latest agricultural 
machinery, and indusiry permit of one agri- 
culturalist producing food not only for him- 
self but also for 100 others, then 10,000 such 
agricultural productrs can support an indus- 
trial population of one million. Hence follows 
the phenomenon of communities such as Den- 
mark, the Argentine, Yictoria, Queensland, 
ete., where a small agricultural population 
nol only supports a disproportionately large 
industrial and urban population at home, but 
also, by food exports, supports a further non- 
agricultural population abroad, It is not 
known to-day whether the Irish Free State 
really produces a surplus of food for export. 
Tt is highly probable that this country lives 
by exchanging high-grade food for larger 
quantities of Jower-grade food; we also 
possess the valuable asset of our income from 
foreign investments; how this is spent is also 
unknown. 

It is quite evident, however, that there is 
no cure for unémployment other than (1) in- 
creased agricultural production at home; 
(2) increase of exports of industrial products 
abroad in exchange for food; (3) increase of 
income from foreign investments. No amount 
of talk in Senate or Dail can alter these hard 
facts. Remedy (1) is in our own hands: we 
have the land, the men, and the genius, 
(2), as I have often pointed ‘out, offers 
immense difficulties. Foreign industrial 
markets are enterod with extréme difficulty. 
Their retention is hazardous. <A new in- 
vention, a tariff war, a change of fashion— 
they are lost and widespread unemployment 
ensues. The fluctuation in the income from 
foreign investments is a large factor in our 
fluctuating trade balance, I agree that it 
is entirely desirable that a maximum amount 
of this income should be spent in the Irish 
Free State, but how to effect this is >a 
ema extremely difficult of solution, 

ecause we need so many products that can 
only be obtained abroad. Senator Johnson 
would possibly like to take the whole, or a 
large portion, of this income from its pos- 
stssors and give it away, but, unfortunately, 
the capital, the source of the income, and 
the income itself is mobile; if too great a 
toll is taken of it, it will go. It would mean 
little to our great employers of labour— 
Guinness, Jacobs, Ford and numerous private 
owners of forvign capital—to remove else- 
where to more favourable surroundings. 

I have given Senator Johnson one of the 
lectures I offered, and now beg him to 
examine and reflect upon the fundamental 
proposition I have set out to the best of 
my abilitiy. If he finds the theory difficult 
to understand, Í shall only be too glad to 
try to ®8xplain it in another form and with

EPIDEMIC, 
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FAMILIAR TO ARGENTINE 
SPECIALISTS,

BUENOS AIRES, Tuesday. 

The mysterious “ parrot disease which 
has spread so alarmingly lately in the 
United. States and Burope has been known 
and studied for many years in Argentina, 
especially in the northern provinces, where 
parrots ure plentiful. 

The microbe was first discovered in 1892, 
following an investigation into the death 
of three hundred out of a shipment of five 
hundred parrots from Brazil. The infec- 
tion is caused by microbes which are trans- 
mitted by tne parrots to humans, the 
microbes settling in the lungs and the 
divestive tract. “. 
"Phe: illness usually is first diaenosed' as 
influenza, or pnenmonia, and is aecom- 
panied by severe vomiting. The medical 
authorities sav that it is not contagious as 
between human beings, but must be caught 
direct from she parrot. 

Ono of the symptoms of a parrot suffer- 
ing from disease is failure of the 
hird’s appetite. Then the feathers bristle, 
the bird has difficulty in breathing, and 
secretions form around the bill.
